REPORT  FOR  1926. 


The  number  of  patients  received  during  the  year  was  252,  being 
207  children  and  45  adults. 

London  sent  70  cases,  as  follows  :  The  Invalid  Children's  Aid 
Association  51,  Prompt  on  Hospital  20,  Royal  Free  Hospital  4,  and 
l  niversity  College  Hospital  1.  Portsmouth  supplied  70  cases  (of  which 
the  Royal  Hospital  sent  29),  Winchester  and  District  14,  Southampton 
and  Eastleigh  64,  Gosport  and  Farcham  5,  Shedfield  and  area  0,  and 
15  from  various  parts  of  the  County.  A  new  source  of  supply  has 
been  the  Southampton  Rotary  Club,  who  sent  58  children,  most  of 
whom  stayed  a  fortnight  each.  The  Home  was  open  for  89  weeks, 
with  a  weekly  average  of  81  patients,  whose  average  stay  was  4]  weeks. 
The  cost  of  food  was  £400,  and  the  Establishment  charges  £298. 

The  principal  receipts  for  the  year  were  :  Patients'  Fees,  £060  ; 
Subscriptions,  £94  ;  Collections  and  Donations,  £180.  The  balance 
in  hand  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  £90.  Owing  to  the  low  state  of  the 
finances  in  the  spring,  it  was  found  necessary  to  withdraw  £05  from 
the  Reserve  Fund,  but  it  is  hoped  to  replace  the  amount  as  soon  as 
possible. 

The  Home  has  sustained  a  great  loss  in  the  death  of  Mr.  Carpenter 
Gamier  ;  he  was  a  most  generous  subscriber  for  fifty-six  years,  and 
a  member  of  the  Committee  from  1870  till  1921,  when  failing  health 
necessitated  his  resignation. 

Six  new  Trustees  have  had  to  be  found,  as  of  the  five  appointed 
in  1908,  only  Colonel  Farquhar  remained,  and  he  resigned  last  year. 
The  firm  of  Messrs.  Gunner,  Gillson  and  Carpenter,  who  did  the  legal 
work  in  connection  with  the  appointment  of  the  Trustees,  generously 
made  no  charge  for  their  work. 

The  Matron  met  with  a  very  serious  accident  early  in  January, 
being  knocked  down  and  run  over  by  a  ear.  She  was  laid  up  for  over 
two  months,  and  the  Home  did  not  open  till  the  middle  of  March  in 
consequence.  The  Committee  are  glad  that  she  was  able  to  resume  her 
devoted  and  untiring  work,  without  which  the  Home  could  not  possibly 
be  carried  on. 

A  great  event  of  the  year  has  been  the  installation  of  the  wireless, 
for  which  we  have  to  thank  Dr.  Alfred  Pern,  who  collected  the  necessary 
funds.  It  is  immensely  appreciated  by  both  young  and  old  patients, 
and  will  continue  to  be  an  unfailing  source  of  interest  and  enjoyment. 
Mrs.  Radclyffe  has  most  kindly  undertaken  to  defray  the  expenses 
of  the  upkeep,  so  that  it  will  not  cost  the  Home  anything. 
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Substantial  sums  have  been  received  from  several  new  sources, 
namely,  the  Hedge  End  Carnival,  the  Shedfield  Boxing  Day  Comic 
Parade,  and  a  Dance,  organized  by  Mr.  Whittle  of  Durley  ;  for  all  of 
which,  as  well  as  for  continued  help  received  from  Church  Collections, 
the  Titchfield  Friendly  Societies’  Church  Parade,  and  the  Bishop’s 
Waltham  Saturday  Fund,  the  Committee  are  very  grateful. 


The  Egg  Collections  have  again  been  liberally  responded  to,  1020 
eggs  having  been  received  from  Easter  Egg  Services  at  Botley,  Shed- 
field  and  Swanmore,  Pound  Day  and  individual  donors.  These  have 
been  most  acceptable,  and  greatly  help  towards  the  maintenance  of 
the  Home. 


The  Committee  again  tender  thanks  to  the  Medical  Staff  for  their 
unfailing  care  and  attention  to  the  needs  of  the  Home,  and  to  the 
Matron  and  her  Staff  for  their  continued  good  work.

Subscribers  are  requested  to  give  directions  that  any  Patient  they 
recommend  shall  be  sent  in  a  proper  state  of  cleanliness. 

Patients  must  be  provided  with  a  change  of  clothing,  and  two  towels. 


IRules 

1.  — All  In-patients  shall,  on  entering  the  Hospital,  he  placed  in 
charge  of  the  Matron,  to  whom  all  Medicines  and  Instructions  for  the 
management  of  their  respective  cases  shall  he  entrusted. 

2.  — No  In-patient  shall  he  admitted  to  the  Hospital  without  giving 
due  notice  to  the  Matron,  cases  of  emergency  alone  excepted. 

3.  — Any  In-patient  wishing  to  leave  the  Hospital  without  being 
discharged  by  the  Medical  Officer  in  attendance,  is  expected  to  give  a 
day’s  notice  to  the  Matron. 

4.  — Any  In-patient  not  conforming  to  the  Rules  of  the  Hospital 
or  directions  by  the  Matron,  will  he  liable  to  dismissal,  on  application 
of  the  Matron  to  the  Secretary  or  any  member  of  the  Committee. 

5.  — In  case  of  emergency  the  nearest  Medical  Officer  on  the  Staff 
shall  be  called  in. 

6.  — No  person  to  be  treated  as  an  Out-patient  without  a  ticket; 
cases  of  emergency  alone  excepted. 

7.  — No  person  to  be  eligible  as  an  Out-patient  who  is  in  a  position 
to  provide  medical  attendance  if  treated  in  his  or  her  own  house. 

8.  — Every  Out-patient  to  pay  Two  Shillings  and  Sixpence  on  their 
tickets  at  the  Hospital  before  receiving  Medical  advice. 

9.  — Patients  or  Convalescents  may  be  admitted  for  a  period  not 
exceeding  three  months.  Exceptional  cases  to  be  dealt  with  by  the 
Working  Committee. 

10.  — The  following  persons  are  disqualified  for  admission  as  Patients  : 
Women  in  advanced  state  of  pregnancy ;  lunatics,  and  persons 
disordered  in  their  intellect,  or  subject  to  fits;  and  persons  having 
habitual  ulcers,  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  or  any  contagious  disease. 

No  case  of  Neurasthenia  can  be  admitted. 

11.  — Male  Patients  over  15  years  of  age  are  not  admitted.
